NOTES FROM 


Evans Notch . 
White Mountain National Forest. 


During the past three weeks 
spring seems to have taken one 
step back for each two steps 
ahead. There are however, sure 
signs that balmy weather is just 
around the corner. 

Among the woody plants, alder 
and hazelnut are already im blos- 
‘som, and signs indicate that the 
red maple will not be far bebind. 
Among the smaller plants, ithe 
lowly skunk cabbage has already 
appeared in bloom. 

We can expect to con see the 
round-leaved yellow violet, spring 
beauty and Dutchman’s breeches. 
These twill be followed shortly by 
the blossoms of Hobblebush, dog- 
sr violet or trout lily, and hwild 
oats. 

Work is going foward to reclaim 
areas devastated by the »windstorm 
of December 1980. Most of the 
salvageable timber has been scal- 
ed and sold. Over one half has al- 
ready been harvested. 

District crews have begun sale 
area cleanup by eliminating small- 
er trees damaged by the wind and 
subsequent logging operations, In 
areas to be planted, site prepara- 
tion work is being done by elimi- 
nating remaining trees 2-5 inches 
in diameter that have no aesthetic 
or wildlife value, and that would 
compete vith seedlings for soil 
moisture, soil nutrients, growing 
space, and sunlight, Where exten- 
sive logging slash exists, it will 
be machine piled and allowed to 
decay naturally, providing habitat 
for snowshoe hare, small animals, 
and non-game species, Installation 
of waterbars and seeding of roads 
and skid trails will begin in June. 

Between May 15 and June 15, 
68,000 softwood seedlings will be 
planted on 156 acres of this clear- 
ed land. Next fall, additional acre- 
ages will be planted.

new meals. and lodging tax would 
help to shift some of the cost of 
providing service such as police 
and public works away from the 
local property tax, It is estimat- 
ed that 45% of the tax on meals 
and lodging is paid by individuals 
from outside of the state and 
this proposal would provide a 
mechanism for them to share in 
paying for the municipal senvices 
from which they would benefit, 

Concerned that an increased 
meals and lodging tax might have 
a negative effect on menchants, 
the Board considered data from 
neighboring states and provinces, 
New Hampshire has had a 7% 
room and meals tax since 
1981; New Brunswick and Nowa 
Scotia have an 8% and 10% tax 
vespectively on rooms and meals; 
Quebec has a 10% meals tax only, 
Vermont and Massachusetts have 
a 5% tax on rooms and meals. 
According to authorities in each 
state and province there has been 
no impact on tourism that has te- 
sulted from these taxes. 

In other business, the Board ap- 
proved two applications. for con- 
cealed weapons permits, and voted 
to change the underwriter for the 
Town's Public Officials Liability 
Program to cut cost to taxpayers 
on this item by 60% while doub- 
ling the extent of coverage. Cole 
Block leases for the forthcoming 
year were reviewed and approved.

NO STUDDED TIRES 
AFTER MAY 1 


Motorists are advised that state 
law prohibits. the use of stiidded 
tires on Maine roads after May 1. 

‘Section 1875 of the motor ve- 
hicle law states that tines having 
metal studs, wires or spikes pro- 
truding from the tread cannot be 
used on any public road after the 
first day of May to the first day 
of October,” said Col. Allan HH. 
Weeks, chief of the Maine State 
Police. 

The Maine Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) may’ ex- 
tend the lawful use of studded 
tires, with notice originating from 
MDOT officials. 

The state police chief said the 
law does. not prohibit the use of 
tire chains when, required: for siafe- 
ty because of snow, ice or other 
conditions tending to icause a ve- 
hicle to slide or skid. ; 


several weeks has been mail biting 
time on the subject of cable TV. 
Unfortunately, an end to the wor- 
rying does not appear in sight. 
Here is why. 

Readers will recall that last 
summer the Planning Board start- 
ed working systematically on 
bringing cable TV to Bethel im- 
mediately following the receipt, of 
a proposal from a prospective 
vendor. The finst order of busi- 
ness was to enact a Cable TV Or- 
dinance which was accomplished 
last fall, The next step was. to 
draft a franchise agreement that 
would protect the prospective ven- 
dor, the Town, and most impor- 
tantly, the customer. The prospec- 
tive vendor was included in all 
discussions to avoid surprises. The 
draft franchise including full legal 
review by M.M.A., was completed 
in December, but before the mat- 
ter could be submitted to the 
Board of Selectmen for consum- 
ation, one final step remained. 

To insure the prospective ven- 
dor could reliably deliver cable 
TV service to Bethel .customers, 
the Planning Board requested a 
business plan. The prospective 
vendor, the Bethel Cablevision: Co., 
agreed to develop such a plan and 
submit it to the Planning Board 
in February. Admitting that more 
time was needed to do the basic 
market study intrinsic to a busi- 
ness: plan, the Bethel Cablevision 
‘Company’s accountant requested. 
an indefinite extension of about 
two months. As that deadline ap- 
proaches, the Planning Board will 
begin discussion about what steps 
to take next. Meeting dates will 
de announced in future columns 
and the public is encouraged to 
attend. .
